This surprise statem ent came Just before the U N Political Com- 
zmttee beat down M alik's stubborn opposition and approved a plan of

LAKE SUCCESS, Dec. 13 (£»)—In an unexpected move, Russia’s 
Jacob A. Malik said today the Chinese Communist forces will go home 
if all “foreign troops” (United Nations forces) are withdrawn from 
Korea. 
This surprise statement came just before the U N. Political Com­ 
mittee beat down Malik's stubborn opposition and approved a plan of 
-♦13 Asian and Middle East countries 
for seeking a cease-fire in Korea. 
The vote was 51 to 5 (Soviet bloc) 
with Nationalist China abstaining.

withdrawal of foreign troops meant 
only U. N. forces and did not refer 
to Chinese Communists He said he

There was no immediate reaction! 
from the United States or other 
Western Powers. 
Russian opposition to the cease 
fire proposal made it doubtful that 
a truce could be arranged. Malik’s 
explanation indicated that he ex­ 
pected the U. N. forces to withdraw 
first and this is a condition which 
western delegates indicated 
they 
could not accept. 
The General Assembly Is expect­ 
ed to take up this cease-fire idea 
tomorrow, with approval expected. 
It calls on President Nasrollah 
Entezam. of the Assembly, and two 
persons to be named by Entezam to 
see if there is a basis on which a 
cease-fire can be arranged. 
The vote was taken after Canada 
and the Phillippines warned the 
Russians and the Chinese Commun­ 
ists that the free nations would fight 
together if the Communists start a 
war to gain their demands. 
In some unusually plain talking, 
Lester B. Pearson, Canadian for­ 
eign minister, promptly served no­ 
tice on Moscow and Peiping that 
the free nations will fight together 
against the Communists if the Reds 
force a world war. 
Romulo, speaking slowly and care­ 
fully, said if peace collapses and war 
comes “the responsibility shall fall 
squarely on the governments such 
as that represented by Mr. Jacob 
Malik here, and the dark and evil 
forces for which they work.” 
Pearson said: 
“The Chinese Communists may 
play a great part in rolling us down­ 
hill toward war.

President Truma n ha i> sa id he would not hesita te 
to order a tom bombs dropped if necessa ry for the 
sa fety of the United Sta tes. It wa s this sta tement 
tha t brought Premier Attlee of Grea t Brita in to 
Wa shington on the double-quick. It is interesting to 
a^sjsay the opinions ct ex perts a s to w’hy this wea pon 
ha s not been used a ga inst the Chinese a ggressors Jn 
Korea . 
Ea rly in the fighting in Korea Sena tor McMa hon, 
chdinna n of the Congressiona l Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, *^id the bomb is “ prima rily a wea pon to 
strike a t the sources of power or a t troops so ma ssed 
a s to furnish a ta rget.” 
R. E. Peierls, president of the British Atomic 
Scientists Associa tion, ca lls the bomb “ most Ineffec­ 
tiv e” in milita ry a ction such a s tha t in Korea beca use 
of the proba ble a bsence of a ny center “ v ita l for the 
conduct of the present opera tions.” 
Gen. Leslie R. Grov es, wa rtime hea d of the a tomic 
bomb project, a grees tha t to find suita ble ta rgets for 
the bomb is difficult. 
An editoria l in the Bulletin for Atomic Scientists 
refers to the “ utter uselessness of the a tomic bomb 
unless it could “ destroy the fighting ca pa city of the 
Communist a rmy .” 
Ha nson W. Ba ldwin, a milita ry a na ly st, writes: 
•The use of the a tomic bomb would be a lmost certa in 
to consolida te most of Asia a ga inst us.” 
Elev en fa culty members of Ha rv a rd a nd the 
Ma ssa chusetts Institute of Technology decla re: “ Re­ 
lia nce by the United Sta tes on a tomic wa rfa re ma y 
wea ken the mora le a nd confidence of our Europea n 
a llies” a nd “ a n a tomic wa r w'ould a lmost certa inly 
result In the oblitera tion of our closest a lly (Brita in).” 
It seems the ex perts a re try ing to relega te the 
a tom bomb to the sta tus o{ poison ga s, which wa s tried 
In World Wa r I but ha s not been employ ed since. But 
there ca n be little doubt tha t Russia will disa gree with 
tha ^ v iews a s to the functiona l v a lue of the a tom 
b'mb a s soon a s the Reds a ma ss a siza ble stock pile 
of this wea pon.

T h e Ru le Of T h e East 
The conclusion of some a na ly sts of the situa tion 
In the Fa r Ea st is tha t the Chinese Communists ha v e 
v isions of becoming the domina nt power of the Orient. 
If this is so they a re merely rev erting, inordina tely 
soon a fter their conquest of China Itself, to a ncient 
drea ms of Chinese conquerors. During the grea ter pa rt 
of its long history China ha s been too busy wdth 
Interna l div isions to look bey ond the borders it ha s 
been a ble to defend from fpreign incursion. Yet when­ 
ev er the grea t ma ss of the na tion ha s been brought 
under a single strong gov ernment it ha s rea ched out- 
m a rd, .seeking to ex tend its control a nd Influence ov er 
the re.si of the Ea .-.. 
Under iheKha n.- in the 13 th century the grea test 
ex tent of Chinese power wa s a tta ined. China domina t­ 
ed a ll of Asia north of the Hima la y a s a nd rea ched 
Into Europe. Then Kubla i Kha n ca me to disa ster 
a Îtempting to bring Ja pa n into this orbit, a nd China 
subsided until the Ma nchu.s ma de their conquests in 
Vie 18ih a nd 19 th eenturie.s. 
W'ho ha s not drea med of domina ting the Orient? 
The Turks kept punching a t the borders of China for 
ma ny centuries, Russia ha s cov eted it. Western powers 
h^v e thought of it, but ha v e concluded fha t it is a 
giddy drea m. Ja pa n thought in the present century 
tiia t Uie time ha d come to ma ke the drea m come 
true. India la tely enterta ined brief v isioiu» of becom­ 
ing the lea der of the Ea st, not by conquest for tha t 
Î5 no^ the India n wa y . but by diploma cy a nd intrigue.

Gibra lta r, the .sy mbol of impregna bility , ha s been 
British since 1704. a nd ha s withstood three sieges from 
the French a nd Spa nish.

Since then it ha s rema ined undisturbed, ex cept for 
a n occa siona l bomb dropped in its direction in the 
two w'orld wa rs.

Fa c tors Tha t Induc e Gout 


OUT IS UNLIKE other forms 
I of arthritis in th a t it responds 
w to the new hormone, corti- 
II sone, but it can be induced by 
ACTH. We cannot predict at this 
tim e whether these hormonal pro­ 
ducts will become everjday treat­ 
m ent for the disorder because we 
already háve procedures tliat are 
easier and safer to administer. 
In this disease, tlie system is not 
capable of coping with certahi pro­ 
teins in m eat and eggs. This food 
elem ent normally undergoes chemi­ 
cal changes before being utilized by 
the body. Since this does not occur 
in the gouty individual, protein ac­ 
cumulates in the blood ktream and, 
although some is ex creted in the 
urine, the rem ainder finds its way 
into the joints. Here it sets up ir­ 
ritation. Gout Is comparable to dia­ 
betes, in which sugar is metabolized 
improperly. In addition, both dis­ 
orders have a fam iliar tendency. 
Contrary to popular belief, gout has 
no particular preference for the rich 
and fat but it does favor the male 
sex . 


How 
does the malady usually 
start? Most victims are awakened 
early in the morning with throbbing 
pain in one of the large toes near 
the ball of the foot. Many are sur­ 
prised to find the involved p art 
swollen and red and the skin tense 
and glistening. Distress may be so 
severe th at the mdividual is unable 
to stand. Now and j-hen even the 
weight of the bedding or the slight­ 
est jarring of the bed is enough to 
make the victim cry out in anguish. 
Tlie situation continues for sev- 
eial days unless treatm ent is in­ 
stituted. But acliiii becomes !es.s 
pronounced and in due time symp­ 
toms subside. This Is the tricky

In some instances so 
many uric acid crystals accumulate 
in the affected joint th at it is liter­ 
ally destroyed. These chemicals also 
may find their way into the tendons, 
cartilages of the cars, and beneath 
the skin.

Tlie .susceptible person may 
awaken with a swollen and sore loe 
after having been out on a “toot” 
on which he ate and drank too 
much, A meal high in fat and ex ­ 
posure to dami>ne.ss and cold will 
do tiic same. The city man. lor 
ex ample, who decides to go on a 
hunting or fishing trip in the nortli 
woods may find by the second day 
th at he has walled too far on a 
gouty foot, 
eaten 
too much, or 
taken more “boat whisky” than was 
good for him. A bout also may fol­ 
low an acute infection, hemorrhage, 
or surgery. 'I’iic latter occurs .so 
frequently tliat ; .i"ucon.s often sug­ 
gest a course oí tre. tm ent lor the 
susceptible individual a few days 
prior to operation. Occasionally a 
siege can be traced to an emotional 
disturbance. Medicines also may be 
responsible: 
insulin, 
ergotamine, 
vitamin B, lax atives, the sulfona­ 
mides, and ACTH are notorious m 
this respect. 
Colchicine is one of our most use­ 
ful remedies. It is prescribed in 
tablet form and should be given as 
soon as possible. Diarrhea develops 
w hen too much is administered and 
this sign is sometimes used a.s an 
indication th at enough has been 
used. Meanwhile, purines and fats 
are eliminated from the diet. Large 
amounts of fluid will facilitate the 
elimination of uric acid from the 
system.

WASHINGTON — All presidents, 
being hum an, sometimes lose their 
temper. And Harry Trum an, being 
intensely devoted to his family, has 
an 
understandable 
tendency 
to

to his wife and daughter. 
However, those on the inside of 
the White House know th at presi­ 
dential fuse-blowing is not confined 
to protecting his family. More and 
more the President’s temper has in­ 
fluenced public policy. Quick de­ 
cisions. swayed by personal peeve, 
can eflect the lives of million.s. and 
the public has a right to know about 
them. 
Take, for instanfc, price controls. 
Failure to impose price controls has 
shot up the cost of living by bil­ 
lions of dollar.s, has increa.M'd the 
cost of rearm am ent to Uncle Sam, 
and 
started 
an 
inilation 
spiral 
which may do inestimable damage. 
Yet Congress long ago voted prcM- 
dential jiower to impose price con­ 
trols. In fact, Republicans led in 
giving the President more power 
than he requested. However, this 
power ha s not been used. 


A n ti-B a r u c h 
One reason Is that Bernard Baruch 
came down to Wa.shlngton and help­ 
ed persuarlc the Itepubliean.s to vote 
these powers; 
and the President 
hates Bernard Baruch. He hate.'- 
him with a passion that distorts 
and discolors his judgment. When 
Baruch’s name comes up in conver- 
.sations. dispassionate reason leave.s 
the President. 
The hatred began when Baruch 
declined an invitation to serve on a 
committee of Democrats to raise 
money during the 1948 campaign.

There is reason to sympathize 
w’ith President Trum an because the 
burdens he is carrying are heavier 
than any American president in 
nearly 10 years. 
Only the crisis 
which Lincoln faced can be said to 
compare with the series of rises of 
today. Pears are widely ex pressed 
th a t the survival of America as a 
free nation can be at stake. 
Mr. Trum an cannot under our 
constitutional system reaHy delegate 
responsibility. 
He may have ad­ 
visers in the ex ecutive branch of 
the government but he alone is 
elected and hence directly respon­ 
sible to the people, whereas in the 
parliam entary system in vogue in 
Britain and Canada the party which 
is dom inant is jointly responsible for 
both the ex ecutive and legislative 
branches of the government. W hat­ 
ever may be the defects of this sys­ 
tem in a domestic sense, it certainly 
makes for national unity in a crisis 
involving the danger of war.

Ail our present troubles come 
from that one big lie.

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Using Atom Bombs 


President Truman has said he would not hesitate 
to order atom bombs dropped if necessary for the 
safety of the United States. It was this statement 
that brought Premier Attlee of Great Britain to 
Washington on the double-quick. It is interesting to 
assay the opinions ol experts as to why this weapon 
has not been used against the Chinese aggressors in 
Korea. 
Early in the fighting in Korea Senator McMahon, 
chairman of the Congressional Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, said the bomb is “primarily a weapon to 
strike at the sources of power or at troops so massed 
as to furnish a target/* 
R. E. Peierls, president of the British Atomic 
Scientists Association, calls the bomb “most ineffec­ 
tive” in military action such as that in Korea because 
of the probable absence of any center “vital for the 
conduct of the present operations.” 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, wartime head of the atomic 
bomb project, agrees that to find suitable targets for 
the bomb is difficult. 
An editorial in the Bulletin for Atomic Scientists 
refers to the “utter uselessness of the atomic bomb 
unless it could “destroy the fighting capacity of the 
Communist army.” 
Hanson W. Baldwin, a military analyst, writes: 
“The use of the atomic bomb would be almost certain 
to consolidate most of Asia against us.” 
Eleven faculty members of Harvard and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology declare: “Re­ 
liance by the United States on atomic warfare may 
weaken the morale and confidence of our European 
allies” and “an atomic war would almost certainly 
result In the obliteration of our closest ally (Britain)/* 
It seems the experts are trying to relegate the 
atom bomb to the status o{ poison gas, which was tried 
In World War I but has not been employed since. But 
there can be little doubt that Russia will disagree with 
these views as to the functional value of the atom 
bomb as soon as the Reds amass a sizable stock pile 
of this weapon.

The Rule Of The East 
The conclusion of some analysts of the situation 
in the Far East is that the Chinese Communists have 
visions of becoming the dominant power of the Orient. 
If this is so they are merely reverting, inordinately 
soon after their conquest of China itself, to ancient 
dreams of Chinese conquerors. During the greater part 
of its long history China has been too busy with 
Internal divisions to look beyond the borders it has 
been able to defend from Xpreign incursion. Yet when­ 
ever the great mass of the nation has been brought 
under a single strong government it has reached out­ 
ward, seeking to extend its control and influence over 
the rest of the East. 
Under theKhans in the 13th century the greatest 
extent of Chinese power was attained. China dominat­ 
ed all of Asia north of the Himalayas and reached 
Into Europe. Then Kublai Khan came to disaster 
attempting to bring Japan into this orbit, and China 
subsided until the Manchus made their conquests In 
the 18th and 19th centuries. 
Who has not dreamed of dominating the Orient? 
The Turks kept punching at the borders of China for 
many centuries. Russia has coveted it. Western powers 
h^ve thought of it, but have concluded fh at it is a 
giddy dream. Japan thought in the present century 
that the time had come to make the dream come 
true. India lately entertained brief visions of becom­ 
ing the leader of the East, not by conquest for that 
Is not the Indian way, but by diplomacy and intrigue. 
Now it would appear that Russia is reaching for 
the victory, using the Chinese as tools. The com­ 
bination might be capable of attaining the ancient 
goal of dominance in the Orient. Is the combination 
itself capable of survival? Or do the Chinese know 
that they are only tools?

Impregnable Fortress 
• 
‘Give not up Gibraltar!” This was a popular 
British song early in the 18th century, when England 
was intermittently at war with Spain. It may be 
neard again if the Spanish push their demand that 
the British surrender this bit of the Spanish peninsula. 
Gibraltar, the symbol of impregnability, has been 
British since 1704, and has withstood three sieges from 
the French and Spanish. One lasted from 1779 to 1783. 
Since then it has remained undisturbed, except for 
an occasional bomb dropped in its direction in the 
two world wars. 
Its actual value is much less now than formerly. 
Guarding the entrance to the Mediterranean, it can 
still withstand attJck from the sea, but from the air 
it is in a much less favorable position. Probably also 
long range guns from Africa could weaken its effec­ 
tiveness if not destroy it altogether, by blocking off 
boats that sought to pass through the Straits from the 
Mediterranean to the Atlantic under protection of the 
Gibraltar guns. 
Much more important is its symbolic value. It has 
been so long a synonym for a fortress which could not 
be captured, that to give it up would seem like giving 
up the keystone of the British empire. Franco presum­ 
ably knows that. He is undoubtedly resorting to the 
familiar device of shaky governments, distracting the 
people's attention from the ills around them by picking 
a quarrel with a foreign country.

Factors That Induce Gout 


OUT IS UNLIKE other forms 
I I of arthritis in that it responds 
I *■* to the new hormone, corti- 
\ | sone. but it can be induced by 
ACTH. We cannot predict at this 
time whether these hormonal pro­ 
ducts wiU become everyday treat­ 
m ent for the disorder because we 
already hkve procedures th at are 
easier and safer to administer. 
In this disease, the system is not 
capable of coping with certain pro­ 
teins in meat and eggs. This food 
element normally undergoes chemi­ 
cal changes before being utilized by 
the body. Since this does not occur 
in the gouty individual, protein ac­ 
cumulates in the blood stream and, 
although some is excreted in the 
urine, the rem ainder finds its way 
into the Joints. Here it sets up ir­ 
ritation. Gout is comparable to dia­ 
betes, in which sugar is metabolized 
improperly. In addition, both dis­ 
orders have a fam iliar tendency. 
Contrary to popular belief, gout has 
no particular preference for the rich 
and fat but it does favor the male 
sex. 


How does the malady usually 
start? Most victims are awakened 
early in the morning with throbbing 
pain in one of the large toes near 
the ball of the foot. Many are sur­ 
prised to find the involved part 
swollen and red and the skin tense 
and glistening. Distress may be so 
severe th at the individual is unable 
to stand. Now and £hen even the 
weight of the bedding or the slight­ 
est jarring of the bed is enough to 
make the victim cry out in anguish. 
The situation continues for sev­ 
eral days unless treatm ent is in­ 
stituted. But achin becomes less 
pronounced and in due time symp­ 
toms subside. This is the tricky 
nature of gout because the disease 
will 
continue 
to 
smolder 
even 
though there are no outward m ani­ 
festations. 
Recurrences 
are 
the 
rule. At first, m onths elapse be­ 
tween attacks but as the years pass 
the episodes occur closer together, 
last longer, and become more diffi­ 
cult to control. In some instances so 
many uric acid crystals accumulate 
in the affected joint th at it is liter­ 
ally destroyed. These chemicals also 
may find their way into the tendons, 
cartilages of the ears, and beneath 
the skin. 


Various 
factors 
precipitate 
an 
attack. The susceptible person may 
awaken with a swollen and sore toe 
after having been out on a “toot” 
on which he ate and drank too 
much. A meal high In fat and ex­ 
posure to dampness and cold Will 
do the same. The city man, for 
example, who decides to go on a 
hunting or fishing trip in the north 
woods may find by the second day 
th at he has walked too far on a 
gouty foot, eaten 
too much, or 
taken more “boat whisky” than was 
good for him. A bout also may fol­ 
low an acute infection, hemorrhage, 
or surgery. The latter occurs so 
frequently th at t urueons often sug­ 
gest a course of treatm ent for the 
susceptible individual a few days 
prior to operation. Occasionally a 
siege can be traced to an emotional 
disturbance. Medicines also may be 
responsible; 
insulin, 
ergotamine, 
vitamin B, laxatives, the sulfona­ 
mides, and ACTH are notorious in 
this respect. 
Colchicine is one of our most use­ 
ful remedies. It is prescribed in 
tablet form and should be given as 
soon as possible. Diarrhea develops 
when too much is administered and 
this sign is sometimes used as an 
indication th at enough has been 
used. Meanwhile, purines and f^its 
are eliminated from the diet. Large 
amounts of fluid will facilitate the 
elimination of uric acid from the 
system.

Take, for instance, price controls. 
Failure to impose price controls has 
shot up the cost of living by bil­ 
lions of dollars, has increased the 
cost of rearm am ent to Uncle Sam. 
and 
started 
an 
Inflation 
spiral 
which may do inestimable damage. 
Yet Congress long ago voted presi­ 
dential power to impose price con­ 
trols. In fact, Republicans led in 
giving the President more power 
than he requested. However, this 
power has not been used. 
A nti-Baruch 
One reason Is that Bernard Baruc h 
came down to Washington and help­ 
ed persuade the Republicans to vote 
these powers; and the President 
hates Bernard Baruch. He hates 
him with a passion th at distorts 
and discolors his judgment. When 
B aruch’s name comes up in conver­ 
sations, dispassionate reason leaves 
the President. 
The hatred began when Baruch 
declined an invitation to serve on a 
com m ittee, of Democrats to raise 
money during the 1948 campaign. 
The President then wrote him a 
letter not unlike the one sent to 
music critic Paul Hume; later, he 
fired Baruch’s brother as ambassa­ 
dor to Holland and timed it to 
occur on Baruch’s birthday. Bernie, 
once a frequent caller at the White 
House, has never been near there 
since. 
Later, the President blamed B ar­ 
uch for getting revenge on him by 
blocking confirmation of Trum an’s 
close 
friend, 
Mon 
Wallgren, 
as 
chairm an of the National Security 
Resources Board. 
Baruch denies 
this. But his influence with South­ 
ern senators is considerable, and 
W hite House advisers 
gave 
him 
credit for the fact th at Wallgren 
was never confirmed. 
A nti-Taft 
Another 
illustration 
of 
what 
presidential peeve can do to nation­ 
al policy is Senator Bob Taft. 
For a long time the President has 
been wanting to get the bipartisan 
foreign policy back on an even keel. 
But the cornerstone of such a policy 
is Senator Taft—most influential 
Republican on Capitol Hill. 
For his part, Taft has made no 
secret of the fact th at he would 
like to be summoned to the White 
House. 
When other Republicans, 
Senators Wherry and Wiley, return 
from presidential conferences. Taft 
has queried them like a cub re­ 
porter afraid of getting scooped. 
And when he heard th at the White 
House might call him in last week, 
Taft was like a schoolgirl about to 
go to her first prom. He even of­ 
fered to cancel a trip to Yale, where 
he is a member of the board of 
trustees. 
But the President who has a 
personal 
prejudice 
against 
Taft, 
would not invite him. 
Pearson Prediction 
Another 
illustration 
of 
presi­ 
dential jjeeve which upset his own 
applecart was the proposed loyalty 
review board. com|K>sed of Judge 
John Parker 
of 
North 
Carolina. 
Judge 
John 
Patrick 
Higgins 
of 
Massachusetts, and Adm. Chester 
Nimitz. White House advisers had 
sold the President on appointing 
this board to supersede the Tydings 


Committee for the purpose of thor­ 
oughly examining the question of 
commtmism in the State depart­ 
ment. 
A nonpartisan board of judges, 
it was argued, would lift the ques­ 
tion of State departm ent loyalty out 
of partisan politics and give a cate­ 
goric answer to Senator McCarthy. 
The President, at first, was all for 
it. 
Then this commentator predicted 
that the board would be appointed. 
Immediately 
the 
President 
got 
peeved. He was not, he made it 
clear to advisers, going to help make 
a “Pearson prediction come tru e/’ 
The bipartisan loyalty board was 
scrapped, M cCarthy’s charges be­ 
came the chief issue of the cam­ 
paign, and Senator Tydings, Sena­ 
tor Lucas, Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
Senator Thomas of Utah, plus others 
of the President’s stanchest sup­ 
porters were defeated. 
Had the loyalty board been ap­ 
pointed, it is more than possible that 
the 
recent 
election 
would 
have 
turned out differently. 
Palace Guard 
Every member of the White House 
.secretariat knows what the Presi­ 
dent’s peeves and pet aversions are. 
But up until recently they did lit­ 
tle to put a quietus on them. In 
fact, the man who tried hardest to 
buck the President on certain idio­ 
syncrasies, Clark Clifford, was the 
object of an intense and jealous 
campaign by 
John 
Steelman 
to 
euchre him out. 
The White House staff know, of 
course, th at anything even remote­ 
ly critical of his wife or daughter 
makes the President blazing mad. 
The other sure-fire 
way 
to 
get 


Trum an sore is to let drop the idea 
th at someone is trying to build him ­ 
self up to run for president. 
This was one of the things th at 
contributed to Louis Johnson’s ous­ 
ter — though there were others. 
For a time. Johnson had the run of 
the White House. He could come 
and go as he pleased. 
Then some ol the palace guard 
dropped word th at Louey was plan­ 
ning to run for President in 1952, 
and 
immediately 
the 
President 
clammed up. Eventually it was de­ 
cided to get Johnson out as secre­ 
tary of defense before the Inchon 
landing. For. if the resignation re­ 
quest was made afterward, John­ 
son’s stock would be too high. So 
Louey was fired exactly one day 
before the Inchon landing. 
When the President has time to 
consider a problem thoroughly and 
when he doesn't let personalities in­ 
fluence his judgment, his decisions 
are courageous and usually sound. 
Invariably he battles for the lit­ 
tle fellow. But if, for instance, M att 
Connelly, who knows all of Harry 
‘Truman’s 
prejudices 
and 
work 
methods, wants to put across a deal 
for Pan 
American 
Airways 
and 
American Overseas Airlines, he cun 
usually do it—by dropping a few 
hints and by arranging a White 
House conference with one key man 
absent. 
T h at’s why the advisers around 
the President 
are sso 
important. 
T hat’s also why they need to be 
men with no personal axes to grind, 
men swayed not bv lobbyists’ guiles 
or society dinners, but men jJevoted 
only to one cause—to see that Harry 
Trum an does a good job for his 
country.

ERTAIN aspects of politics are 
like certain diseases, which are 
so painful even to think about 
th at 
healthy 
people 
rarely 
mention them. 
But if a m an or 
woman has cancer, it must be m en­ 
tioned by the doctor who makes the 
diagnosis and prescribes the opera­ 
tion. 
And if a nation is in immi­ 
nent peril of catastrophe, painful 
things must also be said by leaders 
who have courage. 
No leader in the Western world 
has greater courage than Winston 
Churchill. 
No one any longer will 
lightly disregard the voice of the 
great old man. who almost single- 
handed saved the cause of freedom 
from the menace of Nazism: who 
was the first, after the war. to see 
the larger menace 
of 
the 
new 
Soviet imperialism. 
And it is time, 
now, to face up to the real nature 
of the advice he has been giving 
for the past two years. 
Tt was just about two years ago. 
that Churchill besan a remarkable 
series of speeches of which the last 
was delivered on November 30. 
In 
all these speeches, whether on the 
public platform or in debates in the 
House of Commons, he has said 
the same things. 
First- he has ascribed 
to trie 
Kremlin an am ^t'on of world em­ 
pire. 
On November 30. he told 
Parliam ent: 
“ •Despite* enormous increases of 
power and territory. *the Soviets* 
show no sign of being ft any way 
satiated, satisfied or even content­ 
ed. and we can perceive no limits 
at present to their aims.” 


Despairs Of M atching Power 
Second, he has flatly stated that 
the Soviets were only being re­ 
strained from launching a third 
world war by the American ad­ 
vantage in atomic weapons. 
At 
L l a n d u d n o in 
1948. he said: 
“Nothing stands between Europe to­ 
day and complete subjugation to 
Communist tyranny but the Atomic 
bomb in American possession.” 
Third, he has more and more 
openly confessed despair of m atch­ 
ing the Soviet power by ordinary 
means, at least in the crucial time 
before our own advantage in atomic 
weapons will be too greatly im pair­ 
ed by production of atomic weapons 
in the Soviet Union. 
In the last 
speech, in which this despair is 
total, he said. 
“While it is right to build up 
our forces as fast as we can. nothing 
in this process will in this period 
deprive Russia of effective superi­ 
ority in what are now called ‘con­ 
ventional arms.’ 
All it will do Is 
give us increasing unity in Eurone.” 
Fourth, he has repeatedly advo­ 
cated negotiations with the Soviet 
Union on the highest level. 
In 
the most powerful and terrifying of 
all these speeches, when he told 
the House of Commons last Julv 7 
that "We are more defenseless than 
we have ever been.” he also said: 
‘‘A peaceful settlem ent mav fyeri 
be reached with the Soviet govern­ 
ment if a resolut# effort is marie 
on the basis not of our present 
weakness but of American atomic 
strength. 
This is 
no*’o- which 
gives the best chance of preventing 
a fearful war and of securing our 
survival should it break upon us.”

U. S. System Puts Heavy 
Strain On Its Executive 


------------------ By D A V ID LAW RENCE----------- 


WASHINGTON, Dc. 13 — The 
strain th at the American system 
puts on one m an in the presidency 
is, at a critical moment in history, 
being talked about from one end of 
the country to the other. Yet across 
the seas, and even across the Cana­ 
dian border, no one m an has all the 
responsibility of executive power— 
it is shared with a large cabinet 
which is collectively responsible to 
the country and can be removed 
overnight. 
There is reason to sympathize 
with President Trum an because the 
burdens he is carrying are heavier 
than any American president in 
nearly 10 years. 
Only the crisis 
which Lincoln faced can be said to 
compare with the series of rises of 
today. Fears are widely expressed 
th at the survival of America as a 
free nation can be at stake. 
Mr. Trum an cannot under our 
constitutional system reaHy delegate 
responsibility. 
He may have ad­ 
visers in the executive branch of 
the government but he alone is 
elected and hence directly respon­ 
sible to the people, whereas in the 
parliam entary system in vogue in 
Britain and Canada the party which 
is dom inant is jointly responsible for 
both the executive and legislative 
branches of the government. W hat­ 
ever may be the defects of this sys­ 
tem in a domestic sense, it certainly 
makes for national unity in a crisis 
involving the danger of war. 


Would Be No Isvue 


Under the parliam entary system. 
the secretary of state would not long 
rem ain an issue. He would be voted 
out of power in the national legis­ 
lature or else he would be given a 
vote of confidence. 
The decision 
would be made and the operation 
of foreign 
policy would 
proceed 
without the undermining influences 
of constant debate and friction, be­ 
cause the secretary would be con­ 
firmed in office or a new one put in 
his place. 
President Trum an is the subject 
of conversation more than ever be­ 
fore because of various letters he 
has written showing irritation 
rI 
critics. Some people explain this as 
the natural reaction of a man who 
considers 
th at 
being 
president 
doesn't deprive him of the rights 
th at any person outside the White 
House may exercise — as, for in­ 
stance, the right “to blow' his top.” 
Other people are saying that, 
while the President has the right 
to get angry, he shouldn’t show it— 
he must not write letters expressing 


indignation. And if he does, he mu~£ 
couch them in language which is 
acceptable. 
The public in a democracy re­ 
serves the right to talk about a 
president and even to write and 
tell him how he should behave. But 
when he answers back — the code 
of the office is th at a president 
must be dignified and restrained 
and accept the epithets thrown at 
him. 
As a m atter of fact, anyone, who 
is thin-skinned doesn’t belong in 
politics because the political game 
involves not only dishing it out 
but being able to take what is dish­ 
ed out to oneself. 
But when all this is considered, 
the fact remains th at just a few 
weeks ago a couple of would-be as­ 
sassins shot their way to the front 
door of the house where the Presi­ 
dent was sleeping. 
Outside the 
house four persons were killed or 
wounded. The newspapers reported 
that the President stood up well 
under the strain — th at he took a 
walk 
downtown 
early 
the 
next 
morning and so on — but they also 
reported th at the number of guards 
had been increased. 


Prisoner Of Fate 
More and more a president under 
these 
circumstances 
becomes 
a 
prisoner of fate . He cannot mingle 
freely with the people. He cannot 
come and go as he pleases. He gets 
a "closed” in feeling and about the 
only way he can communicate with 
folks on the outside Is by letter or 
telephone. 
The strain which Mr. Trum an is 
under nowadays cannot be imagined 
by persons on the outside. Death 
came close to' him at Blair House 
as the shots rang out in October 
and just a few days ago death came 
again and took his own close friend 
and press secretary, Charles Ross. 
But death stalks even more conspi­ 
cuously in the frozen fields of Ko­ 
rea as American troops — the men 
Trum an sent there last June —keep 
their rendezvous with destiny. It is 
a time for patience for forbearance, 
for tolerafit understanding — and 
indeed for prayer for the man who 
carries the greatest burden of our 
times. 
And it is possible th at the 
prayers of others will ease this bur­ 
den and bring an antidote to the 
spirit of disappointment or even bit­ 
terness th at may haunt him and 
give him strength to earn' on. For 
he has two years more of official 
burdens.

N the huge statem ent issued by 
President Truman and Prime 
Minister Attlee, there arc fewr 
grains of evidence concerning 
their agreements and disagreements.

However, they have thrown a new 
phrase into the discussion, "the 
people of Formosa.” That phrase 
has im portant political meaning at 
this moment as what it portends 
Is a separation of Chiang Kai-Shek 
from China. As the statem ent is 
worded, it separates Formosa from 
China—that Is. Nationalist China 
Is one entity and Communist China 
a"o her 
cn 
1 - n 1 
t e 
Un’ted 
States and Great Britain can deal 
with both. The United States says 
th at it will not deal with Soviet 
China; G reat Britain says, th at it 
will. 
Here is the paragraph to which 
I refer: 


“We agreed that the issues 
should be settled by peaceful 
m eans and in such a way as to 
safeguard the interests of For­ 
mosa and the m aintenance of 
peace and security in the Pacific, 
and that consideration of this 
question by the United Nations 
will contribute to these ends.” 


Maybe that is a practical way of 
handling a simple situation which 
the deceit and ignorance of states­ 
men made complex to the point of 
bringing on an unnecessary war 
which probably cost 10,000 American 


Winston Churchill has not spoken 
plainly. 
There is plenty of in­ 
ternal evidence of his real meaning, 
such as the critical reference, in 
the last speech, to the assurances 
to the Kremlin that “the United 
States would not fight what js call­ 
ed a preventive* war.” 
There is 
his further remark th at "on this 
basis the war, if it comes, and God 
forbid, will come at the moment 
of the < Soviets’) choosing.” 
But 
his real meaning, which he has 
stated frankly enough in many pri­ 
vate conversations, is only broadly 
implied in his speeches. 
This meaning is that the Kremlin 
should be given a straight choice 
by the United States and Britain, 
between peace now and war now. 
“The high and secret processes of 
diplomacy” 
would 
be 
employed, 
under the Churehillian prescription, 
to offer Stalin a world settlement 
on honorable terms, and to warn 
that our atomic bombs would be 
used if the settlement were refund. 
This, indeed, is the onlv conceivable 
way to seek a settlement “on the 
basis of . . 
. American atomic 
strength.” 
It is dreadful that the wisest 
leader of the West should have beer 
driven, only five years after a great 
victory, to advocate such an ex­ 
pedient. 
It in obvious that the 
most careful consideration should

It read: 
“. . . it is their purpose that 
Japan shall be stripped of all the 
islands in the Pacific which she 
has seized or occupied since the be­ 
ginning of the first world war in 
1914. and that all the territories 
Japan has stolen Irom the Chinese, 
such as Manchuria, Formosa, and 
the Pescadores, shall be restored to 
the Republic of China. Japan will 
also be expelled from all other terri­ 
tories which she has taken by vio­ 
lence and greed. The aforesaid three 
great powers, mindful of the en­ 
slavement of the peopie of Korea, 
are determined that in due course 
Korea shall become free and inde­ 
pendent.” 


From this declaration. Roose­ 
velt and Churchill receded five 
days later at Teheran, where 
they jnet with Stalin. However, 
they 
did 
not 
inform 
Chiang 
K ai-Shek that the agreem ent 
he had signed in Cairo had a l­ 
ready been invalidated. 
In a 
word, Roosevelt and Churchill 
on December 1, 1943. when they 
made 
the 
Cairo 
declaration 
public, issued a docum ent which 
they 
them selves 
had 
already 
made a dead letter. 


All our present troubles come 
from that one big lie. The oft-given 
excuse Is th at it was the only way 
to get Russia into the Far Eastern 
w'ar. 
But that. too. is a lie. For 
Russia did not enter the Far East­ 
ern war until August 8, 1945, nearly 
two years later. Chiang was not told 
of the lie until the summer of 1945 
when General Pat Hurley exposed 
the deception to him. 
The Korean war is a direct pro­ 
duct of the American and British 
consent to the conquest of Man­ 
churia by Soviet Russia in violation 
of the pledged signature of Roose­ 
velt and Churchill. 


Neither a nation nor a man 
can recede from a moral posi­ 
tion without peril. 
The disad- 
A 
vantage of Dean Acheson, as 
™ 
secretary of state, is not that he 
lacks ability; it is that he has 
had to fight this lie. the devil of 
Teheran, the deceit and folly of 
Teheran. He has been required 
to cover up. to deceive his own 
people, to issue the dishonest 
white paper on China, to play 
along with the anti-A m erican 
policy of Great Britain—all to 
cover up the lie of Teheran. 


But it will not stay covered. It 
stands out now a> the tombstone 
over the graves of our 
mjils m 
Korea. 
The phrase “the peopie of For­ 
mosa" is but another rationaliza­ 
tion in this long retreat from truth. 
It is our moral Dunkirk. 


Klin 
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Using Atom Bombs 


President Truman has said he would not hesitate 
to order atom bombs dropped if necessary for the 
safety of the United States. It was this statement 
that brought Premier Attlee of Great Britain to 
Washington on the double-quick. It is interesting to 
assay the opinions of experts as to why this weapon 
has not been used against the Chinese aggressors in 
Korea. 
Early in the fighting in Korea Senator McMahon, 
chairman of the Congressional Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, said the bomb is “primarily a weapon to 
strike at the sources of power or at troops so massed 
as to furnish a target.” 
R. E. Peierls, president of the British Atomic 
Scientists Association, calls the bomb “most ineffec­ 
tive” in military action such as that in Korea because 
of the probable absence of any center “vital for the 
conduct of the present operations.” 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, wartime head of the atomic 
bomb project, agrees that to find suitable targets for 
the bomb is difficult. 
An editorial in the Bulletin for Atomic Scientists 
refers to the “utter uselessness of the atomic bomb 
unless it could “destroy the fighting capacity of the * 
Communist army.” 
Hanson W. Baldwin, a military analyst, writes: 
“The use of the atomic bomb would be almost certain 
to consolidate most of Asia against us.” 
Eleven faculty members of Harvard and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology declare: “Re­ 
liance by the United States on atomic warfare may 
weaken the morale and confidence of our European 
allies” and “an atomic war would almost certainly 
result In the obliteration of our closest ally (Britain).” 
It seems the experts are trying to relegate the 
atom bomb to the status o{ poison gas, which was tried 
in World War I but has not been employed since. But 
there can be little doubt that Russia will disagree with 
these views as to the functional value of the atom 
bomb as soon as the Reds amass a sizable stock pile 
of this weapon.

The Rule Of The East 
The conclusion of some analysts of the situation 
in the Far East is that the Chinese Communists have 
visions of becoming the dominant power of the Orient. 
If this is so they are merely reverting, inordinately 
soon after their conquest of China itself, to ancient 
dreams of Chinese conquerors. During the greater part 
of its long history China has been too busy with 
internal divisions to look beyond the borders it has 
been able to defend from foreign incursion. Yet when­ 
ever the great mass of the nation has been brought 
under a single strong government it has reached out­ 
ward, seeking to extend its control and influence over 
the rest of the East. 
Under theKhans in the 13th century the greatest 
extent of Chinese power was attained. China dominat­ 
ed all of Asia north of the Himalayas and reached 
into Europe. Then Kublai Khan came to disaster 
attempting to bring Japan into this orbit, and China 
subsided until the Manchus made their conquests in 
the 18ih and 19th centuries. 
Who has not dreamed of dominating the Orient? 
The Turks kept punching at the borders of China for 
many centuries. Russia has coveted it. Western powers 
h^ve thought of it, but have concluded ^hat it is a 
giddy dream. Japan thought in the present century 
that the time had come to make the dream come 
true. India lately entertained brief visions of becom­ 
ing the leader of the East, not by conquest for that 
is not the Indian way, but by diplomacy and intrigue. 
Now it would appear that Russia is reaching for 
the victory, using the Chinese as tools. The com­ 
bination might be capable of attaining the ancient 
goal of dominance in the Orient. Is the combination 
itself capable of survival? Or do the Chinese know 
that they are only tools?

Impregnable Fortress . 
“Give not up Gibraltar!” This was a popular 
British song early in the 18th century, when England 
was intermittently at war with Spain. It may be 
neard again if the Spanish push their demand that 
the British surrender this bit of the Spanish peninsula. 
Gibraltar, the symbol of impregnability, has been 
British since 1704, and has withstood three sieges from 
the French and Spanish. One lasted from 1779 to 1783. 
Since then it has remained undisturbed, except for 
an occasional bomb dropped in its direction in the 
two world wars. 
Its actual value is much less now than formerly. 
Guarding the entrance to the Mediterranean, it can 
still withstand attack from the sea, but from the air 
It is in a much less favorable position. Probably also 
long range guns from Africa could weaken its effec­ 
tiveness if not destroy it altogether, by blocking off 
boats that sought to pass through the Straits from the 
Mediterranean to the Atlantic under protection of the 
Gibraltar guns. 
Much more important Is its symbolic value. It has 
been so long a synonym for a fortress which could not 
be captured, that to give it up would seem like giving 
up the keystone of the British empire. Franco presum­ 
ably knows that. He is undoubtedly resorting to the 
familiar device of shaky governments, distracting the 
People's attention from the ills around them by picking 
a quarrel with a foreign country.

Factors That Induce Gout 


OUT IS UNLIKE other forms 
rn I of arthritis in that it responds 
I t to the new hormone, corti- 
\ I sone, but it can be induced by 
ACTH. We cannot predict at this 
time whether these hormonal pro­ 
ducts will become everyday treat­ 
ment for the disorder because we 
already hive procedures that are 
easier and safer to administer. 
In this disease, the system is not 
capable of coping with certain pro­ 
teins in meat and eggs. This food 
element normally undergoes chemi­ 
cal changes before being utilized by 
the body. Since this does not occur 
in the gouty individual, protein ac­ 
cumulates In the blood stream and, 
Although some is excreted in the 
urine, the remainder finds its way 
into the joints. Here it sets up ir­ 
ritation. Gout is comparable to dia­ 
betes, in which sugar is metabolized 
improperly. In addition, both dis­ 
orders have a familiar tendency. 
Contrary to popular belief, gout has 
no particular preference for the rich 
and fat but it does favor the male 
sex. 


How does the malady usually 
start? Most victims are awakened 
early in the morning with throbbing 
pain in one of the large toes near 
the ball of the foot. Many are sur­ 
prised to find the involved part 
swollen and red and the skin tense 
and glistening. Distress may be so 
severe that the individual is unable 
to stand.

Recurrences 
are

rule. At first, months elapse be­ 
tween attacks but as the years pass 
the episodes occur closer together, 
last longer, and become more diffi­ 
cult to control. In some instances so 
many uric acid crystals accumulate 
in the affected joint that it is liter­ 
ally destroyed. These chemicals also 
may find their way into the tendons, 
cartilages of the ears, and beneath 
the skin. 


Various 
factors 
precipitate 
an 
attack. The susceptible person may 
awaken with a swollen and sore toe 
after having been out on a “toot” 
on which he ate and drank too 
much. A meal high in fat and ex­ 
posure to dampness and cold will 
do the same. The city man, for 
example, who decides to go on a 
hunting or fishing trip in the north 
woods may find by the second day 
that he has walked too far on a 
gouty foot, eaten too much, or 
taken more “boat whisky” than was 
good for him. A bout also may fol­ 
low an acute infection, hemorrhage, 
or surgery. The latter occurs so 
frequently that i urgeons often sug­ 
gest a course of treatment for the 
susceptible individual a few days 
prior to operation. Occasionally a 
siege can be traced to an emotional 
disturbance. Medicines also may be 
responsible; 
insulin, 
ergotamine, 
vitamin B, laxatives, the sulfona­ 
mides, and ACTH are notorious in 
this respect. 
Colchicine is one of our most use­ 
ful remedies. It is prescribed in 
tablet form and should be given as 
soon as possible. Diarrhea develops 
when too much is administered and 
this sign is sometimes used as an 
indication that enough has been 
used. Meanwhile, purines and f^ts 
are eliminated from the diet. Large 
amounts of fluid will facilitate the 
elimination of uric acid from the 
system.

WASHINGTON — All presidents, 
being human, sometimes lose their 
temper. And Harry Truman, being 
intensely devoted to his family, has 
an 
understandable 
tendency 
to 
shoot from the hip when it comes 
to his wife and daughter. 
However, those on the inside of 
the White House know th at presi­ 
dential fuse-blowing is not confined 
to protecting his family. More and 
more the President’s temper has in­ 
fluenced public policy. Quick de­ 
cisions, swayed by personal peeve, 
can effect the lives of millions, and 
the public has a right to know about 
them. 
Take, for instance, price controls. 
Failure to impose price controls has 
shot up the cost of living by bil­ 
lions of dollars, has increased the 
cost of rearmam ent to Uncle Sam, 
and 
started 
an 
inflation 
spiral 
which may do inestimable damage. 
Yet Congress long ago voted presi­ 
dential power to impose price con­ 
trols. In fact, Republicans led iii 
giving the President more power 
than he requested. However, this 
power has not been used. 
Anti-Baruch 
One reason is that Bernard Baruch 
came down to Washington and help­ 
ed persuade the Republicans to vote 
these powers; and the President 
hates Bernard Baruch. He hates 
him with a passion that distorts 
and discolors his Judgment. When 
Baruch’s name comes up in conver­ 
sations, dispassionate reason leaves 
the President. 
The hatred began when Baruch 
declined an invitation to serve on a 
committee of Democrats to raise 
money during the 1948 campaign. 
The President then wrote him a 
letter not unlike the one sent to 
music critic Paul Hume; later, he 
fired Baruch’s brother as ambassa­ 
dor to Holland and timed it to 
occur on Baruch’s birthday. Bernie, 
once a frequent caller at the White 
House, has never been near there 
since. 
Later, the President blamed Bar­ 
uch for getting revenge on him by 
blocking confirmation of Trum an’s 
close 
friend, 
Mon 
Wallgren, 
as 
chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board. 
Baruch denies 
this. But his influence with South­ 
ern senators is considerable, and 
White House advisers 
gave 
him 
credit for the fact th at Wallgren 
was never confirmed. 
• 
Anti-Taft 
Another 
illustration 
of 
what 
presidential peeve can do to nation­ 
al policy is Senator Bob Taft. 
For a long time the President has 
been wanting to get the bipartisan 
foreign policy back on an even keel. 
But the cornerstone of such a policy 
is Senator Taft—most influential 
Republican on Capitol Hill. 
For his part, Taft has made no 
secret of the fact th at he would 
like to be summoned to the White 
House. 
When other Republicans, 
Senators Wherry and Wiley, return 
from presidential conferences, Taft 
has queried them like a cub re­ 
porter afraid of getting scooped. 
And when he heard th at the White 
House might call him in last week, 
Taft was like a schoolgirl about to 
go to her first prom. He even of­ 
fered to cancel a trip to Yale, where 
he is a member of the board of 
trustees. 
But the President who has a 
personal 
prejudice 
against 
Taft, 
would not invite him. 
Pearson Prediction 
Another 
illustration 
of 
presi­ 
dential peeve which upset his own 
applecart was the proposed loyalty 
review board, composed of Judge 
John Parker of 
North 
Carolina. 
Judge

Higgins 
of 
Massachusetts, and Adm. Chester 
Nimitz. White House advisers had 
sold the President on appointing 
this board to supersede the Tydings

Committee for the purpose of thor­ 
oughly examining the question of 
commtmism in the State depart­ 
ment. 
A nonpartisan board of judges, 
it was argued, would lift the ques­ 
tion of State department loyalty out 
of partisan politics and give a cate­ 
goric answer to Senator McCarthy. 
The President, at first, was all for 
it. 
Then this commentator predicted 
that the board would be appointed.

In 
fact, the man who tried hardest to 
buck the President on certain idio­ 
syncrasies, Clark Clifford, was the 
object of an intense and jealous

The White House staff know, of 
course, that anything even remote­ 
ly critical of his wife or daughter 
makes the President blazing mad.

Truman sore is to let drop the idea 
that someone is trying to build him­ 
self up to run for president. 
This was one of the things th at 
contributed to Louis Johnson’s ous­ 
ter — though there were others. 
For a time, Johnson had the run of 
the White House. He could come 
and go as he pleased. 
Then some of the palace guard 
dropped word that Louey was plan­ 
ning to run for President in 1952, 
and 
immediately 
the 
President 
clammed up. Eventually it was de­ 
cided to get Johnson out as secre­ 
tary of defense before the Inchon 
landing. For. if the resignation re­ 
quest was made afterward, John­ 
son's stock would be too high.

T hat’s also why they need to be 
men with no personal axes to grind, 
men swayed not by lobbyists’ guiles 
or society dinners, but men devoted 
only to one cause—to see that Harry 
Truman does a good job for his 
country.

Advice From Winston 
Churchill 
WASHINGTON

« ERTAIN aspects of politics are 
’ like certain diseases, which are 
. so painful even to think about 
I that 
healthy 
people 
rarely 
mention them. 
But if a m an or 
woman has cancer, it must be m en­ 
tioned by the doctor who makes the 
diagnosis and prescribes the opera­ 
tion. 
And if a nation is in immi­ 
nent peril of catastrophe, painful 
things must also be said by leaders 
who have courage. 
No leader in the Western world 
has greater courage than Winston 
Churchill. 
No one any longer will 
lightly disregard the voice of the 
great old man, who almost single- 
handed saved the cause of freedom 
from the menace of Nazism: who 
was the first, after the war, to see 
the larger menace 
of 
the 
new 
Soviet imperialism. 
And it is time, 
now. to face up to the real nature 
of the advice he has been giving 
for the past two years. 
It was just about two years ago. 
that Churchill began a remarkable 
series of speeches of which the last 
was delivered on November 30. 
In 
all these speeches, whether on the 
public platform or in debates in the 
House of Commons, he has said 
the same things. 
First- be has ascribed 
to the 
Kremlin an am otion of world em­ 
pire. 
On November 30. he told 
Parliam ent: 
“(Despite* enormous increases of 
power and territory, (the Soviets) 
show no sign of being lh any way 
satiated, satisfied or even content­ 
ed. and we can perceive no limits 
at present to their aims.** 


WASHINGTON, Dc. 13 — The 
strain that the American system 
puts on one m an in the presidency 
is, at a critical moment in history, 
being talked about from one end of 
the country to the other. Yet across 
the seas, and even across the Cana­ 
dian border, no one man has all the 
responsibility of executive power— 
it is shared with a large cabinet 
which is collectively responsible to 
the country and can be removed 
overnight. 
There is reason to sympathize 
with President Truman because the 
burdens he is carrying are heavier 
than any American president in 
nearly IO years. 
Only the crisis 
which Lincoln faced can be said to 
compare with the series of rises of 
today. Pears are widely expressed 
th at the survival of America as a 
free nation can be at stake. 
Mr. Trum an cannot under our 
constitutional system really delegate 
responsibility. 
He may have ad­ 
visers in the executive branch of 
the government but he alone is 
elected and hence directly respon­ 
sible to the people, whereas in the 
parliamentary system in vogue in 
Britain and Canada the party which 
is dominant is jointly responsible for 
both the executive and legislative 
branches of the government. W hat­ 
ever may be the defects of this sys­ 
tem in a domestic sense, it certainly 
makes for national unity in a crisis 
involving the danger of war. 


Would Be No Issue 


Under the parliamentary system, 
the secretary of state would not long 
remain an issue. He would be voted 
out of power in the national legis­ 
lature or else he would be given a 
vote of confidence. 
The decision 
would be made and the operation 
of foreign policy would 
proceed 
without the undermining influences 
of constant debate and friction, be­ 
cause the secretary would be con­ 
firmed in office or a new one put in 
his place. 
President Truman is the subject 
of conversation more than ever be­ 
fore because of various letters hr 
has written showing irritation at 
critics. Some people explain this as 
the natural reaction of a man who 
considers 
that 
being 
president 
doesn’t deprive him of the rights 
th at any person outside the White 
House may exercise — as, for in­ 
stance, the right “to blow' his top.” 
Other people are saying that, 
while the President has the right 
to get angry, he shouldn’t show it— 
he must not write letters expressing 


indignation. And if he does, he must 
couch them in language which is 
acceptable. 
The public in a democracy re­ 
serves the right to talk about a 
president and even to write and 
tell him how he should behave. But 
when he answers back — the code 
of the office is that a president 
must be dignified and restrained 
and accept the epithets thrown at 
him. 
As a m atter of fact, anyone, who 
is thin-skinned doesn’t belong in 
politics because the political game 
involves not only dishing it out 
but being able to take what is dish­ 
ed out to oneself. 
But when all this is considered, 
the fact remains that just a few 
weeks ago a couple of would-be as­ 
sassins shot their way to the front 
door of the house where the Presi­ 
dent was sleeping. 
Outside th# 
house four persons were killed or 
wounded. The newspapers reported 
that the President stood up well 
under the strain — th at he took a 
walk 
downtown 
early 
the 
next 
morning and so on — but they also 
reported that the number of guards 
had been increased. 


Prisoner Of Fate 
More and more a president under 
these 
circumstances 
becomes 
a 
prisoner of fate . He cannot mingle 
freely with the people. He cannot 
come and go as he pleases. He gets 
a "closed” in feeling and about the 
only way he can communicate with 
folks on the outside is by letter or 
telephone. 
The strain which Mr. Truman is 
under nowadays cannot be imagined 
by persons on the outside. Death 
came close to him at Blair House 
as the shots rang out in October 
and just a few days ago death came 
again and took his own close friend 
and press secretary, Charles Ross. 
But death stalks even more conspi­ 
cuously in the frozen fields of Ko­ 
rea as American troops — the mer. 
Truman sent there last June —keep 
their rendezvous with destiny. It is 
a time for patience for forbearance, 
for tolerant understanding — and 
indeed for prayer for tile man who 
carries the greatest burden of our 
times. 
And it is possible that the 
prayers of others will ease this bur­ 
den and bring an antidote to the 
spirit of disappointment or even bit­ 
terness that may haunt him and 
give him strength to carn- on. For 
he has two years more of official 
burdens.

The People Of Formosa

N the huge statem ent Issued by 
President Truman and Prime 
Minister Attlee, there are few 
grains of evidence concerning 
their agreements and disagreements. 
Those who drafted the document 
skillfully avoided publicized com­ 
mitments of a nature that might 
flare back at Truman and Attlee 
from their own electorates. Boti! 
ex‘st politically 
by such narrow 
margins that the grand daring of 
statesmanship is not in them. 
However, they have thrown a new 
phrase into th" discussion, “the 
people of Formosa." That phrase 
has important political meaning at 
this moment as what it portends 
is a separation of Chiung Kai-Shek 
from China. As the statement is 
worded, it separates Formosa from 
China—that Is. Nationalist China 
is one entity and Communist China 
a"o her 
en 
* - n ' 
t e 
Un'ted 
States and Great Britain can deal 
with both. The United States says 
that it will not deal with Soviet 
China; Great Britain says, that it 
will. 
Here is the paragraph to which 
I refer; 


“We agreed that the issues 
should be settled by peaceful 
means and in such a way as to 
safeguard the interests of For­ 
mosa and the maintenance of 
peace and security in the Pacific, 
and that consideration of this 
question by the United Nations 
will contribute to these ends.” 


Maybe that is a practical way of 
handling a simple situation which 
the deceit and ignorance of states­ 
men made complex to the point of 
bringing or an unnecessary war 
which probably cost 10,000 American 


Winston Churchill has not spoken 
plainly. 
There is plenty of in­ 
ternal evidence of his real meaning, 
such as the critical reference, in 
the last speech, to the assurances 
to the Kremlin that “the United 
States would not fight what js call­ 
ed a preventive* war." 
There is 
his further remark that “on this 
basis the war, if it comes, and God 
forbid, will come at the moment 
of the (Soviets’) choosing.”

It is dreadful that the wisest 
leader of the West should have beer 
driven, only five years after a urea' 
victory, to advocate such an ex­ 
pedient. 
It is obvious that the

". . . it is their purpose that 
Japan shall be stripjied of all the 
islands iii the Pacific which she 
hft.s seized or occupied since the be­ 
ginning of the flru world war in 
1914, and that all the territory . 
Japan has stolen from the Chine e, 
such as Mr. ne h u m . Formosa, and 
the Pescadores, shall be restored to 
the Republic of China. Japan will 
also be expelled from all other terri­ 
tories which she has taken by vio­ 
lence and greed. The aforesaid three 
great powers, mindful of the en­ 
slavement of the people of Korea, 
are determined that in due course 
Korea shall become free and inde­ 
pendent." 


From this declaration. Roose­ 
velt and Churchill receded five 
days later at Teheran, where 
they m et with Stalin. However, 
they did not inform Chiang 
Kai-Shek that the agreement 
he had signed in Cairo had al­ 
ready been invalidated. 
In % 
word, Roosevelt and Churchill 
on December I. 1943, when they 
made 
the 
Cairo 
declaration 
public, issued a document which 
they 
themselves 
had 
already 
made a dead letter. 


All our present troubles come 
from that one big lie. The oft-given 
excuse is that it was the only way 
to get Russia into the Far Eastern 
war. But that, too. is a lie. For 
Russia did not enter the Far East­ 
ern war until August 8, 1945, nearly 
two years later. Chiang was not told 
of the lie until the summer of 1945 
when General Pat Hurley exposed 
the deception to him. 
The Korean war is a direct pro­ 
duct of the American and British 
consent to the conquest of Man­ 
churia by Soviet Russia in violation 
of the pledged signature of Roose­ 
velt and Churchill. 


Neither a nation nor a man 
can recede from a moral posi­ 
tion without peril. The disad­ 
vantage of Dean .^cheson, as 
secretary of state, is not that he 
lacks ability; it is that he has 
had to fight this lie, the devil of 
Teheran, the deceit and folly of 
Teheran. He has been required 
to cover up, to deceive his own 
people, to issue the dishonest 
white paper on China, to play 
along with the anti-American 
policy of Great Britain—all to 
cover up the lie of Teheran. 


Bu; it will not >iay covered. It 
stands out now a> the tombstone 
over the graves of our sons in 
Korea. 
The phrase "the people of P’or- 
mosa” is but another ralionaiiza- 
tion iii this long retreat from truth.

a special congressional food Investi­ 
gating com m ittee. 
The House com m ittee, headed by 
Rep. Delaney (D-NY), is inquiring 
into the effects on hum an health of 
chemical fertilizers, insecticides, and 
use of chem icals in food.

WASHINGTON—(JP)—The possi­ 
bility that use of the bug killer DDT 
might have some relation to out­ 
breaks of polio was raised before 
a special congressional food investi­ 
gating committee. 
The House committee, headed by 
Rep. Delaney (D-NY), is inquiring 
into the effects cm human health od’ 
chemical fertilizers, insecticides, and 
use of chemicals in food. 
The purpose is to see whether the 
Food and Drug Act should be 
amended to give it expanded au­ 
thority to control the use of chem­ 
icals when food might be affected 
Dr. Morton S. Biskind, Westport, 
Conn., research specialist, told the 
committee he believed that the use 
of the chlorinated cyclic hydrocar­ 
bons—which include DDT—cm crops 
and in food establishments should 
be prohibited by law “if we want to 
survive.” 
He said evidence gathered by Dr 
Robert F. Mobbs, of North Carolina 
indicates that whenever DDT had 
been used against polk), not only 
was there an epidemic of symptoms 
of DDT poisoning “but the inc! 
dence of polio continued to rise and 
in fact appeared where it had not 
been before.” 
“This is not surprising,” continued 
Dr. Biskind, “since it is known that 
not only c^n DDT poisoning produce 
a condition that may be easily mis 
taken for polio in an epidemic, but 
also being a nerve poison itself may 
damage cells in the spinal cord and 
thus increase susceptibility to the 
virus.”

The Library of Congress was set 
up by the nation’s lawmakers in 
1800 for exclusive use of representa­ 
tives and senators. In subsequent 


years, however, it has been opened 
to virtually anyone who cares to 
use it.

Khan subdivided Korea in 1218 and 
a half century later his grandson 
Kublal Khan, at the head of an­ 
other army, did it again.

Korea, carrying their stocky, high 
eheekboned masters to battle with 
the Japanese. 


Mongolian banner-men—most of 
them fierce Buryat tribesmen—then 
were attached to Russia’s Second 
Ukrainian Army. It was the Soviet 
armored force sent from Stalingrad 
and Eastern Europe to crush the 
Japanese Kwantung army and oc­ 
cupy Manchuria and Korea down to 
the 38th Parallel. 
The fighting lasted little more 
than one week in 1945—the last 
week of World War n . 
The Mongols terrorized Chinese 
civilians in Manchuria. They were 
dreaded more than even the Soviet 
*long-moses” as the Chinese called 
the Russian troops. 
Then, as noWf long Unes of 
civilian refugees poured out of the 
cities, towns and villages to avoid 
contact with the long-robed, high- 
booted Mongol cavalrymen. 
And with the refugees came tales 
of the no-quarter ferocity in battle

BALTIMORE. Dec. 13 (IP) — 
Maryland already has sent more 
than 3,000 draftees into the Army 
since the outbreak of the Korean 
War and another 2,800 are to go by 
the end of February. 
This would include approximately 
250 men still to be called to fill a 
December quota of 562. Many of 
these probably will be able to spend 
Christmas at home. 
Col. Henry C. Stanwood, Selective 
Bervie* director in Maryland, said 
he expects the state’s January buota 
to total 1,144 men and the February 
call to reach 1,408. 
This would be in line with Na­ 
tional Selective Service orders to 
double the call for January and 
raise the February draft by SO per 
per cent.
